DEATHS 


The  total  number  of  deaths  of  all  ages  registered  during  the  year  was  43 
giving  a death  rate  of  l6.9  for  the  whole  district  as  compared  with  28  deaths 
in  1969  giving  a rate  of  11.4  per  1,000, 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 


There  were  no  infant  deaths  during  the  year.

ANTE-NATAL  CLIRTC  AND  TREATJiENT  CENTRE 


There  are  Ante-Natal  Infant  Welfare  and  Tuberculosis  Clinics  in  operation 
at  Knighton  and  Llandrindod  Wells.  The  home  visiting  of  expectant  mothers  att' 
ending  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  undertaken  by  the  Midwives. 

Within  reasonable  distance,  Hereford,  Shrewsbury,  Llandrindod  V/ells  and 
Newtown  Hospitals  are  available  for  treatment  and  Hereford  and  Shrewsbury  have 
centres  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases. 

ORTHOPEADIC  SCHEME 


This  scheme  covers  all  children  and  adults  with  fortnightly  clinic  at 
Llandrindod  Wells. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 


Resulting  from  the  regular  inspection,  provision  is  made  for  treatment.  An 
Eye  Clinic  is  installed  in  Knighton  and  Llandrindod  Wells.  A Mobile  Dental 
Service  is  provided  at  each  School  in  the  area. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  following  infectious  diseases  were  notified  dinging  the  year:- 

Scarlet  Fever  - 6 cases. 

Dysentery  - 2 cases. 

Measles  - 43  cases. 

SCHOOL  CANTEENS 

All  schools  in  the  Rural  District  have  canteens  where  mid-day  mea].s  are 
provided  for  the  scholars. 

FOOD  INSPECTION 


All  food  premises  within  the  District  are  periodically  inspected  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector. 


There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  District 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Radnorshire  and  North  Breconshire  Water  Board  is  the  Water  Authority 
for  the  area. 

Occasional  samples  are  taken  from  the  various  sources  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  these  are  bacteriologically  analysed  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  The  Royal  Salop  Infirmary,  Shrewsbury  and  at  The  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
County  Hospital,  Hereford, 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  within  the  Rural  District. 

SEVffiRAGE 


Village  Sewerage  Schemes  already  installed  by  the  Council  have  operated 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Towards  the  end  of  December  preparatory  work 
was  being  carried  out  at  Knucklas  so  that  work  on  the  Knucklas  Sewerage  Scheme 
could  be  commenced  very  early  in  1971 • 

MILK  SUPPLY 


There  are  no  main  dealers  premises  situated  within  the  Council's  area  but 
three  retailers  from  adjoining  Authorities  retail  milk  in  this  Riiral  District. 

ICE  CREAiM 


There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  area,  and  only  seven  are 
registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream.  Periodical  inspec- 
tion of  these  premises  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  condi- 
tions are  generally  satisfactory. 

RODENT  CONTROL  ~ Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  19^9« 

Where  infestations  are  found,  proper  treatment  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council's  workmen  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

MIDWIVES 


The  District  Nurses  working  in  the  Rural  Area  act  as  Midwives  and  General 
Nurses  for  the  County  Coiincil,  Mrs,  Hamer  is  employed  also  on  full  time  Health 
Visiting  in  the  area, 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 


There  are  three  factories  situated  within  the  Rural  District  and  periodical 
inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspector  under  the 
relevant  sections  of  the  Factories  Act. 

OUTWORKERS 


So  far  as  is  known  to  yovir  Officers  there  are  no  outworkers  in  the  Rural  eirea. 
COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  District.
